FISHING FOR GEMS !S A GROW: | 


ING INDUSTRY. 


Shells Rather Than Pearls Are the 
Source of the Big Fortunes Amass- 
ed by Men Who Gather the Jewels 
Of the Coast of Queensland— 
Malays and Japanese Do Most of 
the Diving. 

Australasian pearl fishers make 
their fortune more by the shells they 
gather than the pearls they find, The 
Australian pearl is not to be com- 


pared with the Oriental; it is too 
pale and lacks the 


lian pearl-shell, on the other hand, is 
most valuable, while the Oriental 
shell is worthless, or practically so.

: ‘Thursday Island is the great centre 
of the pearling industry in Australia, 
but this extends pretty well all round 
the coast of Queensland, and Dam- 
pier Land, on the desolate northwest 
coust of the continent, is also famous 
for its trade in this respect, Of course, 
it is because of the mother-of-pearl 
lining that the shells are 
hig iridescent lustre is due to the 
minute undulations of alternate lay- 
ers of carbonate of lime and mem- 
brane, The rough outer coat of the 


shell is scraped away, and the moth: | 


er-of-pearl is then ready to be cut 
into knife-handles, mirror frames, etc. 

All round York Peninsula—that fin- 
ger-like projection in the north of 
Queensland—and upon the numerous 
islands without the Great Barrier 
Reef, pearling stations abound. On

A perrl-oyster is not an oyster at 
jall really, but a species of mussel, 
land in the mejority of cases a pearl 
dis literally “the gorgeous tomb of a 
tape-worm.”’ The nucleus of a pearl 
wis formerly supposed to be a grain 
of sand or some other extraneous mat- 
ter that had worked inside the shell, 
but it is now found to be, as a rule, 
one of these parasites. Annoyed by 
the tape-worm, the oyster or mussel 
squirts its nacre or juice over it, and 
smothers it, thus forming the pearl. 

Like the mussel, the pearl-oyster 
attaches itself to stones and rocks by 
mean of fine but strong fibrous cords 
or “byssus,” and not like the oyster, 
Dy a secretion of shell-matter, Only 
in the adult oyster are pearls found 
of any size. After the fourth year it 
is calenlated the yield of pearls, both 
in quality and quantity greatly in- 
creases. Pearls are often found em- 
bedded in the shell, working through 
to the onter surface, for the oyster 
seems to be able to change his coat, 
or else it wears away.

SCOTCH COMMISSION MEMBERS 
ARE NOW BUYING LAND 


As a Result of the Recent Visit of the 
Scotch Agricultural Commissiony 
the Members Have Formed a Syn- 
dicate and Will Purchase at Least 
10,000 Acres of Land for Growing 
Wheat Only, Probably in Alberta 
Winnipeg.--Last summer the prairie 
provinces of Western Canada were 
visited by a Scotch agricultural com- 
mission, the members of which were 
named by the imperial government. 
The members were engaged in farming 


}on a large scale in the old country, 
and they were specialists in the vari 
ous branches ot grain growing and 
stock raising. The instructions given 
| them by the imperial government was 
to see as much as possible of the west. 
and to make a full and complete re- 
port on the adaptability of the country 
for the production of all classes of 
grain, This report was published this 
year and was very satisfactory to 
those who are interested in the de- 
velopment of Western Canada. 

During the past week J. M. Hodge, 
one of the members of the commission 
and one of the largest and most suc- 
cessful farmers in Perthshire, Scot- 
land, arrived in the city with the in- 
tention of purchasing at least 10,000 
acres of land for growing wheat only. 
This land will be bought in the 
interests of a syndicate composed 
of the commissioners and a few of 
their friends. The vlan of the syndi- 
cate is to bring out a number of 
| Scotch plowmen and place them on 
the land. Canadian farm laborers 
will also be employed, and if it should 
seem desirable, an interest in the farm 
will be sold to the men who are doing 
the actual work. 

J. Bruce Walker, speaking of the 
proposed purchase, said:—‘'This ac. 
tion on the part of the visitors who 
;eame to Canada last year from Scot- 
land is the most eloquent testimony 


ties which this country presents. The 
report of these delegates may or may 
not be widely read, but no one can 
fail to see the meaning of this pur- 
chase. Mr. Hodge was in the offices 
of the department of immigration dur- 
ing the week and discussed the pro 
ject fully. He is now in Lethbridge 
with an officer of the department, and 
is making further inquiry regarding 
the productive possibilities of the soil 
there. He has with him a thoroughly 
practical Canadian farmer, who will 
| probably manage the farm, It is pos- 
| sible that irrigated lands may be pur- 
chased by the syndicate. If this is 
not done land may be taken near Red 
Deer, to which point Mr. Hodge will 
go from Lethbridge. The proposal is 
to grow wheat exclusively, and some 
fifteen sections will be bought imme- 
diately. Additional land may be 
bought later, A few Scotch plowmen 
will be sent to the land, but most of 
the help will be secured in Canada 
All necessary buildings will be 
erected and the farm will be operated 
in a practical manner, all the best 
methods being adopted, It will be in

BUDGET SHOWS A BIG DEFICIT 


|Results of Depression is Shown—In- 
come Tax Will Be Increased and 
Automobiles Will Be Taxed 


London.—David Lloyd-George, chan- 
eellor of the exchequer, has issued an 
explanatory memorandum on the rev 


He estimates the revenue in 
as $741,950,000, and the expenditure 
| $820,760,000, showing a deficit 
| $78,810,000. It is pointed out that the 
| increased expenditure is due mainly 
jto old age pensions and appropria- 
| tions for the navy. 

Dealing with the last year’s finances, 
Ithe chancellor says that nearly all 
branches of trade and industry suf- 


| fered a serious depression, The foreign | 


jtrade returns showed a diminution in 
| values to the amount of nearly $570, 
000,000 as compared with 1907. 

| The chancellor adds that it is im- 
| possible to prophesy any immediate 
|rapid recovery, but he is of the opin- 
jion that there are some indications 
that foreign trade is beginning to im- 
prove, The revenue for 1908 fell 
short of the budget estimate — by 
$7,510,000. 

The national debt now amounts to 
$3,770,605,545. 

An outline of the government's new 
financial programme was given in the 
commons by Chancellor of the Tx: 
chequer Lloyd-George and includes 
provision for four Dreadnoughts en- 
tailing four per cent. inerease on in- 
}come tax for two years; income tax at 
present is five per cent. Old age pen- 
sions to be extended to embrace 
pauper class, and scheme of insur 
ance to guard workers against non.

SABLE ISLAND. 


Tragedies of the Most Desolate of 
Canada’s Island. 


A couple of brief paragraphs in the 
report of the Department of Marine 
and Fisheries rescue from forgetful- 
ness that melancholy bank of sand 
lying out in the Atlantic Ocean 110 
miles eest of the central part of Nova 
Scotia, and marked on the map as 
Sable Island. Fortunately, no wrecks 
have occurred there recently to re 
mind the Canadian people of the is- 
land’s existence, and this undesirable 
bit of Canadian territory has dropped 
to the level of a mere incident in 
the administretion of the Marine Ne 
partment. 

Sable Island was at one time a dan- 
gerous place, especially when sailing 
vessels were more numerous, but it is 
now given a wide berth, and its re- 


cord is less gloomy than it used to be. | 


In the early days of the French re- 
gime a vessel having on boerd a num- 
ber of ponies was wrecked there. 
Some of the ponies reached shore, 
and their descendants to-day roam the 
sand hills and subsist on the wild 
gress. One hundred yerrs ago the 
island was 40 miles in length. To- 


| day it is only half that. the waves ot 


the Atlantic baying undermined and

Prince Edward Island Is Often Called | 


the Garden of the Gulf. 


The Dominion of Canada is said to_ 
be the brightest gem in_ Britain’s | 
crown, and Pyines Edward Island, its 
smallest province, situate in the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence, is known as the 
“Garden of the Gulf.” This appella- 
tion, however, is appropriate only 
during the summer months, for in 
winter the ‘Million Acre Farm,” as | 
Benator Howlan immortalized _ it, 
when referring to his native province 
on a notable occasion in Parliament, 
with its 110,000 inhabitants, is a verit- 
able “Lady of the Snows.” 

By the terms under which the Is- 
land Province entered into the Con- 
federation compact with the Domin- 
fon in 1873 it was stipulated that the 
Dominion should provide “efficient | 
and continuous steam communication 
between the island and the mainland 
winter and summer”; but although 
in a measure satisfied the attempts | 
made have never yet been successful 
shrough a whole year. 

To keep up communication across 
Northumberland Straits, and thus 
carry out the Confederation agree- 
ment the Dominion Government pro- | 
vided the Northern Light, Stanley and

Mining Operators Declare It Is An 
Unmixed Evil. 


When it is taken into consideration 
the fact that there have been more 
than 8,000 claims staked out and re- 
gistered in the Gowganda and Mont- 
real river districts in the last five 
months, one can gather some idea of 
the work that has been done in the 
region to date, 


How many of those claims will | 


stick? 


That ig a question that is discussed | 


on every side, especislly in this com- 
munity where actual mining has tak- 
en the place of the real preparatory 
work that is going on up above. 

Five years ago the situation here 
was the same as it is in the new dis- 


tricts to-day, and history shows that | 


the evils cf “snow staking’ were 
menifold., 

“If I had any power with the (n- 
tario Government,” declared a well- 
known mining operator to me reccnt- 
ly. “I would 
hibiting ‘snow-staking.’ It is the big- 
gest evil we have to contend with in 
any new camp. When the break up 
comes and the ground shows it will 
be found that at least 20 per cent. 
of the properties are under water, I 
am willing to bet now that when the 
Montreal river starts to run it will 
be clogged with discovery posts.”

A pros- 
pector has to make affidavit as to the 
minerals he has found upon 


regard to assessment work done. He 
does this at the registry office, and 
the Government is supposed to furn- 


ish an inspector to look things over | 


and prove the value of the claim.
